CONSTRUCTION OF CORN CRIB 

Modern Farmer Now Uses Elevator 

for Cribbing Crop — Section of 
Building Is Shown. 

Modern machinery and methods 
have brought about great changes in 
harvesting the corn crop and the mod- 
ern farmer now uses a corn elevator 
for cribbing his corn. In response to 
several Inquiries and for the benefit 
of those who intend to build new cribs 
to be filled with an elevator we pub- 
lish herewith a sectional drawing 
showing how the crib should bo built, 
how the timbers should be placed and 
the various sites of same, says the 
Iowa Homestead. The drawing shows 
a section of a 24 foot crib with a ten- 
foot driveway In the center and a 
grain bin over the drive. The length 
may be any slie from 25 to 200 feet 
long. In building one of these cribs 
it must be remembered that the roof

must be what is called half-pitch, 
meaning that the distance from the 
peak down to the plate must be half 
the width of the building. This steep 
roof Ib necessary to accommodate the 
eorn conveyor and distributing spout 
which is hung directly from the raft- 
ers. For this reason care must be 
used not to have any cross ties higher 
up on the rafters than shown in the 
drawing. The studs are two by six 
Inches set 24 Inches on centers. The 
braces A. B and C are all two by six 
inches placed four feet on centers. 
The rafters are two by six Inches set 
24 Inches on centers; the sills, if crib 
sets on piers, should be bIx by six 
Inches or six by eight inches square. 
A tie rod one-half or five-eighths 
inches in diameter should be placed 



shown. The guide boards are for dis- 
tributing the corn evenly in the crib, 
but should not be nailed in place un- 
til the conveyor is installed, as in the 
distributing spouts in the various ma- 
chines, the spout Is so arranged that 
the center studs forming the driveway 
may be extended up above the plate 
line as much as three feet, increasing 
the capacity of the grain bin just that 
much.

One simple means of determining the 
theoretical amount of pure clay that 
should be added to any sand that is to 
be used in the construction of a sand 
clay road is to fill a glass tumbler 
brtmfull with (he sand that is to be 
used and then fill a similar tumbler 
with water; pour the water carefully 
onto the sand until the water comes 
flush with the surface, which will 
mean that all the voids between the 
grains of sand are now filled with wa- 
ter. The amount of water that has 
been poured Into the tumbler contain- 
ing the aand will represent the pro- 
portion of volume of clay that is nec- 
essary to add to that particular sand 
to fill aU the voids with clay. 

Having determined the source of 
supply of the best materials for ma- 
king a sand-clay road, the next ques- 
tion Is the mixing of the materials, 
and this varies with the character of 
the subsoil, whether this Is a sand 
upon which clay Is to be added or clay 
upori which aand is to be added.

NEW DI8COVERY OF VALUE. 

The Scientific American of recent 
issue has the following: A new 
form of dark radiation seems to have 
been discovered by Prof. A. 
Remele who has been experi- 
menting for some years with 
j nitrate of boron. He has found 
that this substance gives off at ordi- 
I nary temperature radiations which 
' will influence a photographic plate 
j through several thicknesses of black 
paper, leather, india rubber and 
glass, and the images obtained 
strongly resemble those given by the 
X-rays. The radiations are complete- 
ly absorbed by metals Electroscopic 
examination shows that nitrate of 
boron — like nitrate of nranium — 
emits electrons, or negative particles, 
and it is suggested that this points to 
some connection of nitrogen with ra- 
dioactive phenomena hitherto un- 
.suspected. It is certainly curious 
that, up to the present, radio-activity 
has generally manifested itself in the 
presence of salts.

Preserving and Cooking Hlnte That 
Have Been Handed Down for 
Many Generation*. 

When making marmalade Jam cut 
rounds of tissue pap«r the site of the 
Jar, aoak each In vinegar and lay cloae 
over the top of thn preserve Thla will 
prevent It going moldy. 

There's an «a»y way to make Jelly, 
and that Is to bolt the fruit right In 
the muslin Jelly bag. The filled bag 
la placed In a large kettle and cov- 
ered with cold water. After boiling 
until the fruit la soft, the bag with lta 
contents Is lifted out and suspended 
from a hook to drain all night. If one 
has no assistant this Idea has much 
to commend It 

Do not throw away vinegar In which 
homemade cucumber pickles have 
been preserved. Keep It and use It 
In salad dressing. Instead of the ordi- 
nary vinegar. The flavor la delicious 
and one that cannot be gained In any 
other way. 

When canning or spicing fruit save 
the surplus juice In the airtight Jars 
and when you make your home-made 
mince meat pour this Juice Into the 
mince meat. You will find this asvea 
sugar and at the same time gives the 
mince meat a much richer flavor. 

To open a stubborn fruit Jar, Invert 
the top of the Jar In hot water (boil- 
ing hot, but not boiling), taking care 
that the water Is not deep enough to 
touch the glass. The principle Is to 
expand the metal top. Then open as 
usual. A minute or two is sufficient; 
should It remain in too long the glass 
would alBo be expanded.

In molding peppermints or other 
candy, keep the hands dusted with 
confectioners' sugar. 

Potato balls which are salted In but- 
ler after being boiled are delicious. 
They should be served with a gener- 
ous sprinkling of minced parsley. 

To clean a frying pan after fish or 
onion, boil out the pan with soda wa- 
ter, washing clean, then put it on the 
tire and shake a little oatmeal In.

One egg, one cupful of sugar, one 
cupful of sweet milk, one-half cupful 
of butter, one-half cupful of lard, two 
cupfuls of sifted flour, one-quarter of a 
teaspoonful of salt, two teaspoonfuls 
of baking powder, one pint of black- 
berries. Beat sugar, butter and lard 
to a cream; add beaten egg, milk and 
flour sifted with the salt and baking 
powder. Dredge berries with flour, 
use no Juice and add. Place In a pud 
cling mold. Steam two hours. 

Sauce — One cupful of sugar, one ta- 
bleapoonful of butter, one teaspoonful 
of flour, one cupful of boiling water. 
Mix butter and sugar, add flour, pour 
on the boiling water and cook untl' 
it foams. 



Pineappleade. 

Pare and slice some very ripe pine- 
apples; then cut the slices into small 
pieces. Put them with all their Juice 
into a large pitcher and sprinkle 
among them plenty of powered white 
sugar, half pint to each pineapple; 
cover the pitcher, and let it stand till 
quite cool, occasionally pressing down 
the pineapple with a spoon. Then set 
the pitcher for awhile In ice. Laatly, 
strain the Infusion into another ves- 
sel, and transfer It to tumblers, put- 
ting into >sach glass some more sugar 
and a bit of ice.

"Well, I know foreigners do some 
funny things," she remarked, "but I 
think this is about the funniest I 
ever heard of.

SUICIDES IN AUSTRIAN ARMY 

Official Statistics Show 2,614 In the 
Laat Ten Years— Military Men 
Are Alarmed. 

' A. 81 ? r P riain gly high percentage of 
suicides in the Austrian army is re- 
vealed by official statistics just pub- 
lished. These show that 2,614 sui- 
cides and 450 attempts at suicide of 
officers and enlisted men have oc- 
curred in the last ten years. 

The figures are the highest for 
any army in Europe and the propor- 
tion is sixteen timea greater than 
that of the total suicide* in the en- 
tire population of the monarchy. 

Motives were ascertainable in only 
kabout half the cases. The records 
show that the most frequent causes 
were fear of punishment, love af- 
fairs, unwillingness to serve in the 
army and ill treatment. 

The higher number of suicides is 
all the more remarkable because it 
is generally considered that Austrian 
soldiers are well treated in compari- 
son with those in some of the other 
European countries. 

1 SILK MADE OF HORSEFLESH. 

German chemists are reported to 
have succeeded in utilizing fibrous 
animal refuse — such as the flesh of 
dead horses — for making artificial 
silk. Treatment with acids disin- 
tegrates the flesh into its ultimate

a kind of tanning process. The 
threads produced greatly resemble 
those of the wild silkworm, are about 
two inches long. They may be vul- 
canized like true silk, and can bo 
mude airtight and watertight by im- 
mersion for a couple of hours in a 
caoutchouc bath under a pressure of 
four atmospheres. The material 
seems to promise something cheaper 
than silk for balloon envelopes, insu- 
lation, etc., though attempts to spin 
the fibers into thread have not yet 
been successful.

CONCOCTIOW* THAT WILL TgMPT 
POOR Af»PETITR. 



When Heavy Mast Dlthee Ara Out af 
Place Theaa May Be U^ed to- Ad- 
vantage — Both Coolmg. 
and Nourishing. 

The appetite Jaded by heat may aw 
tempted by salads only when those 
are aeaaonaule. Heavy maal 
concoctions and moat of the nsh mix- 
tures are not suitable for hot weather. 

The ideal summer salad has three 
requisites— it must ha light, appatWlng 
to appearance and ley cold. French 
dressing 1b more Beaaenable than maa*- 
annalse, alao more digestible, and 
fruits and vegetables sre preferable 
nuts, fish or meats. It ia hard to> 
it headed lettuce In summer, but If 
the young, tender leaves of the gar- 
den lettuce are crisped, by being put in 
a doth on the Ice they are improved. 

Salad being both cooling and now> 
lshlng. may be eaten at both lunch and 
dinner. To prepare It easily have let- 
tuce always crisping ih the refrigera- 
tor and also have a pint bottle filled 
with a thick French dressing. ^This 
should be well shaken> before using, 
and any left in the salad bowl may be 
strained and poured back. 

It Is economical to use left-over 
vegetables and fruit from dinner of 
the preriouB day. Particularly nice ta 
one made of tomatoes cut In eighths,, 
asparagus, shredded green peppers, 
thinly sliced cucumber, a cake of 
Neufchatel cheese and a liberal supply 
of Chill sauce This IS well marinated 
with French dressing flavored with 
onion, or chopped onion may be mixed 
hrough the salad. Serve on a bed of 
lettuce. _ 

This salad my be mixed with string 
beans, peas or small lima beam. 
Cream cheese Is good through the mix- 
ture, and If nothing else is convenient

The fame of the double dealing dip- 
lot i;, i Matt extended even to Hie 

I e rca'm of the kitchen and hnn 
given Its name to the "royal diplomat- 
ic pudding," which requires double 
dealing of a very Intricate sort to 
make It a success. Like the scheme? 
oi the wily diplomat It will fail com 
nlefcly U not put together with great 
care. The pudding la sometimes re- 
ferred to as a "jelly au surprise," be- 
cause when It Is sent to the table its 
coating of Jelly conceals its real char- 
acter until it Is opened, betraying the 
delightful surprise within. The main 
difference between the pudding and 
the diplomatic scheme Is that the sur- 
prise In the former is alwayR pleasant, 
while In the latter the contrary Is like- 
ly to be the case. ' 

A delectable Bavarian cream, or a 
custard with whipped cream beaten 
Into It, usually forms the foundation 
or the pudding, and the Jelly coating, 
while It should completely cover the 
Interior, should be semi-transparent, 
permitting glimpses of something hid- 
den — Just enough to arouse curiosity 
and whet the appetite. If there Ik a 
pretty contrast of color between the 
cream and the Jelly, so much the bet- 
ter. 

A royal diplomatic pudding should 
always be prettily decorated with can- 
died fruits, rose petals, angelica and 
so forth. Candled rose leaves and an- 
gelica make an appropriate decoration 
for a rose cream covered with" a 
delicate green mint Jelly. Maraschino 
cherries should, of course, accompany 
a maraschino Jelly. The strawberries" 
In their season are better with a 
strawberry Jelly than ordinary candled 
fruit. A decoration of blanched al- 
monds in the form of a daisy with a 
bit of yellow apricot or candled orange 
peel In the center, looks pretty when 
Imbedded in the top of an almond 
Bavarian cream, covered with coffee 
Jelly or one flavored with wine. 

Whipped cream is the ideal sauce 
to serve with these desserts, but some 
cooks recommend a soft custard sauce. 
A little Bweetened fruit Juice may be 
used to flavor the whipped cream in 
some cases. 

A novice In the art of making gel- 
atine Jellies will do well to reserve her 
attempts at building diplomatic pub- 
dings for those days when only her 
Immediate family will be at dinner. A 
failure of this kind, unless It la very 
much of a failure, usually tastes Just 
as good as a success, but It does no' 
look pretty.

TREATMENT OF FLOORS 



HINTS THAT THE HOUSEKEEPER 
WILL FIND HELPFUL. 



Turkish Delight 
To make Turkish delight take two 
heaping tablespoonfuls of powdered 
gelatine, one and a fourth cupfals of 
water, two cupfuls of sugar, one tea- 
spoonful of powered citric acid, one 
teaspoonful of vanilla extract, red col- 
oring, yellow coloring and two ounces 
of finely chopped blanched almonds. 
Put the gelatine Into a saucepan, add 
the water, sugar and acid; bring slow- 
ly to boiling point, then boll gently 
for ten minutes, stirring occasionally. 
Rinse two deep plates with cold water, 
put the red coloring and vanilla ex- 
tract Into one, Into the other put the 
almonds, lemon extract and yellow 
coloring. Strain the mixture Into each 
and Btlr. Set In a cool place till cold 
and firm, then cut Into neat squares, 
using a knife constantly dipped Jnto 
boiling water, and roll In confection 
era' sugar.

Cover for the Machine. 

It Is something of a nuisance to lift 
and lower the head of a machine 
every time one wishes to begin or 
quit sewing. At the same time, it is 
very injurious to the machine to allow 
It to Btand uncovered for any length 
of time. A very good plan Is to make 
a padded hood, or cover, of some soft 
material and put this over the ma- 
chine when It Is to Btand Idle for but 
a short time. This hood may be 
shaped very much like a typewrite- 
cover. 



Baked Btan Soup. 

One pint of cold baked beans, one 
pint of hot water, a Mate sliced 
onlona, one cup of stewed tomatoes; 
let all cook until very soft; rub 
through a sieve; season with salt, 
pepper and celery salt. If too thick, 
add more water, put back on the Are 
and let boll up. Just before serving 
add a cup of cream or rich milk. 

Beef Soup With Okra. 
Cut a round steak In small pieces 
and fry three tablespoonfuls of but 
ter with one siloed onion until .very 
brown; put Into a aoup kettle with 
four quarts of cold water and boll 
slowly one hour; add salt, pepper and 
one pint of sliced okra and let simmer 
three and one-half hours longer; 
strain before serving. 

Spiced Crab Apples. 

For six pounds of fruit use three 
of sugar, five doaen cloves and a hand- 
ful of stick cinnamon (broken In 
plecea), one *t»lnt vinegar; boll the 
sirup, add fruit and cook until ten- 
der. Prick each apple before cook- 
ing with a fork, thus preventing the 
apples from breaking open. 

Moths In Carpets. 

Take a damp towel, spread It out 
ipon the carpet and Iron It dry with a 
hot iron. The heat and steam will 
destroy the worms and eggs.

White Shellso Followed by Wsx Polish 
Best for Parquet Floors — Old 
Floors Stained to 

Match Rugs. 

• | 

Even In new houses where hard- 
wood floors are fresh and clean, some 
of the rooms will look better stained. 
' For a pnnjuet floor there Is no bet- 
ter finish than to first fill with a 
coat of white shellac and then apply 
wax evenly wtlh a cloth. Let the 
wax remain on several hours before 
rubbing down to a high polish with 
the weighted brush that comes for 
this purpose. With this simple finish 
the floors are easily kept bright by 
being rubbed with the weight once 
a week and being dusted dally with 
an ordinary broom over which a 
woolen cloth Is tied. 

Old floors may be stained to match 
the rugs so easily that one wonder ; 
why It Is not often done. Purchase 
a package of dye the tint you want 
your floor, or you can get seal brown, ; 
which will resemble walnut when | 
done, or light brown, which gives a 
handsome shade. Dissolve in boiling 
water as directed on the envelope and 
apply with a scrubbing or a white- 
wash brush. When perfectly dry this 
may be varnished. This finish may 
also be used on home-made furnl- , 
ture and on woodwork that has never 
been painted. 

Very often stains made at home 
are more satisfactory than those al- 
ready mixed; a pound of dry color 
costs in the neighborhood of ten 
cents, and this mixed with two 
quarts of turpentine will give beau- 
tiful stains of any desired color. 
Burnt sienna mixed with turpentine 
and applied to the floors with a coarse 
brush and then wiped off with a rag 
before It Is entirely dry gives a beau- 
tiful mahogany stain, and the grain 
of the wood shows through beauti- 
fully. 

Raw sienna also gives a transparent 
stain wtih a fine sunny yellow or 
orange effect, according to how much 
turpentine Is used to dilute It with. It 
is a good color for halls, as it does 
not Bhow the print of dust bo plainly 
as darker stains do. 

Prussian blue Is a powerful stain 
with great possibilities. Two or three 
tablespoons of the dry color will be 
sufficient for a half gallon of turpen- 
tine. On a yellow pine floor It gives 
green and blue shades that blend 
with blue hangings. 

To keep a fine gloss on varnished 
floors do not wash with soapsuds, but 
sprinkle with dairy Bait or coarse salt. 
Allow it to remain on five minutes and 
then sweep off with a soft broom. 

When you must wash painted or 
varnished floors, put a little kero- 
sene In the water. ThiB will give a 

glOBS. 

Kitchen floors should never be cov- 
ered with a carpet for dozens of rea- 
sons that all good housekeepers know. 
Linoleum Is an ideal covering. If it 
is out of the question several coats 
of good inside paint will be found 
next best. Strips of carpet and rag 
rugs prevent the paint wearing off 
and soften the uncovered floor to 
tired feet.— Henrietta D. Grauel 
Domestic Science Lecturer.

Bread and Butter Pudding.
